SPRING-R ON BEEF COMBINE. 


He Says Cattlemen Are Watching the 
Big Packers. 

Denver, Colo.. August 4—John W. 
Springer, president of the National Live 
Stock Association of the United States, 
in answer to a question concerning the 
formation of a beef combine, answered: 

“Our organization is watching everv 
move of the big packers, fully realizing 
the ruin which would ensue if the con- 
templated ‘combine’ is effected. The pack- 
ers have individually denied any inten- 
tion of combining into a merger of pack- 
Ing interests. If they are attempting to 
deceive the stockmen and the public they 
will incur the opposition of every live 
stock producer in the unton. Such a 
combine would be more disastrous than 
any other that could be formed. For 
then one man would arbitrarily fix the 
price to the consumer of meats. It 
would fe against public policy and would 
result in the greatest commercial war- 
fare ever waged on this continent, and 
qn the end the packers’ combine would go 
to the wall. If the packers are wise, as I 
give them credit for, they will let well 
enough alone; if they deceive us as to 
their intentions, then I give notice now 
that it will be a fight of every producér 
of live stock, aided by the consumers of 
this country, against the mos uncalled 
for combine or ‘trust’ ever organized. 
Let the packing interests beware—they 
may as well understand—the limit has 
been reached in their grasping strenuos- 


ity.” 


HE KILLED HIS SWEETHEART 


And Died for Crime in the Electric 
Chair. 

Ossinning,.N. Y., August 4.—Aaron Halle 
was put to death in the elec.ric chair in 
Bing Sing prison today for the murder of 
Mary McCarthy, whom he shot and killed 
in a New York department store May 17, 
1900. :

He sought her at her work 
for a final interview. He was seen to 
whisper to her and she replied, “‘No, no.” 

Then Halle drew a revolver and fired 
geveral times. After she fell he calmly 
awaited arrest. The case was carried on 
technicalities to the United diates su- 
preme court. A final appeal was made to 
Governar Odell for a commutation of sen- 
tence the ground that Halle was in- 
gane ne time the crime was commit- 
ted, out’ the application was caenied. 


ALLEGATIONS CHARGED 
TECHNICALLY ADMITTED 


Packers Claim That, Admitting the 
Truth of the Charge, No Suf- « 
ficien€é Ground Has Been 
Shown by Government 
for Issue of Writ. 


Chicago, August 4.—The government 
suit against the alleged beef trust was 
sent a step forward here today by ‘the 
filing in the United. States circuit court 
of demurrers of the defendants, both as 
individuals and as corporations. The de- 
murrers set up at considerable length that 
the complaint on which an injunction is 
asked is insufficient. It igs maintained 
that the sult is multifarious and if al- 
lowed to stand would tend to congest the 
business of the court. In specific terms 
the demurrers assert that ‘‘so much of 
the bill of complaint as asks a dis- 
covery’ of the several interests of the 
defendants,and their. business methods 
“has not stated such a case as would 
entitle the complainant to the relef 
prayed for.”’ 

The effect of the filing of :the demur- 
rers is technically to admit all the alles 
gations charged in the bii] of complaint. 
The argument advanced in suphort of 
the packers’ position is that, admitting 
the truth of the charge, no sufficient 
ground has been shown for the issuance 
of the petitioned writ. The instrument 
was signed by John 8S. Miller, counsel 
for all thé packers. 

If the demurrer is sustained by the 
court the original complaint may be 
amended and if overruled, the defend- 
ants have the privilege of answering. It 
.is not expected that any further steps 
will be taken fn the case by elfther side 
until about October 15, when the federal 
judges return their instructions. 


BOERS ARE NOT SUBMISSIVE.

‘HE TALKS (7 RELATIONS 


OF CAriTAL AND LABOR 


Hanna Says Toat He Has Been with 
Laboring Men All His Life. 
Civic Federation arid the 
Strike of the Anthra- 
cite Miners. 


Cleveland, Ohfo, August 4.—The seven 
or eight hundred employees of the Cleve- 
land City Railway Company, of which 
Senator M. A. Hanna 1s president, met 
in a down-town hall tonight and pre- 
sented Senator Hanna with a valuable 
cane. In acknowledging the gift Senator 
Hanna spoke on the relations that he 
hopes to see exist soon between capital 
and labor. In part, he said: 

“I have been with laboring men all 
my life and have been their employer 
for many years, and this night means 
something, for it brings with it the sat- 
isfaction of knowing so large a number 
of men in my employ have been satisfied 
with my career as an employer. 

“Your chairman has referred to the 
civic federation. .I say to you that were 
it not for my official position and my 
duties as a public servant I would de- 
vote more of my time to the policies on 
which that organization is founded.”’ 

Concerning the anthracite strike, Sena- 
tor Hanna said: : 

‘“‘When the great anthracite strike was 
threatening our federation worked hard 
for weeks to avoid it—to bring men and 
employers together, but failed after we 
worked hard to settle it. However, in 
that matter it is my personal satisfaction 
to know that the statement I made at 
the time that the men would not go back 
on their word has been kept and that a 


‘Sympathetic strike has been averted. I 


told the federation that there woul® be 
no sympathetic strike among the bitumin- 
ous miners.”’ 

“I believe in manhoo@ Labor organi- 
zations are not things which can be sued 
for breach of contract. They have nv 
corporate existence. But I would rather 
have the promise of a laboring man 
backed only by his sense of honor and 
his manhood tHan any agreement which 
might be enforced by law. 

‘Manhood and integrity are the sahie. 
whether they belong to a miner, a street 
railway man or a boss. . For myself, I 
have no higher ambition than to work 
for the purpose of bringing capital and 
labor nearer together and to live out my 
life in Cleveland,: where I have lived for 
fifty-one years.”’

It was 
intended as a check upon the Cuban gov- 
ernment in the matter of incurring in- 
debtedness, although it carries no provi- 
sion indicating what would be the ac- 
tion of the United States should the Cu- 
ban government exceed the tndebtedness

there anything in -the amendment indi- 
eating what steps the United States shall 
take to determine whether the indebted- 
ness was beyond the proscription or how

CRUELLY LASHED 
BY KENTUCKY MOB 


Farmer Dodwell Is Bound to a Tree 
and Whipped. 


BLACK-SNAKE WHIP IS USED 


Over Seventy-Five Lashes Adminis- 
tered and Nearly Every Lash 
Draws Blood — Wife and 
Daughter Driven Back > 
by the Mob. 


Owensboro, Ky., August 4.—William 
Dodwell, a farmer living near Yelvington, 
in this county, was taken from his home 
at midnight last night, bound to a tree 
and beaten with a blacksnake whip until 
he was almost unconscious from loss of 
blood, 

Over seventy-five lashes were adminis- 
tered and there were more than fifty 
wounds from 2 inches to a foot long on 
his face and body. The bark was worn 
from the tree where the ropes: which 
bound the unfortunate man fouched it. 

Dodwell’s wife and daughter attempted 
to go to his rescue, but were prevented. 
iby the members of the mob. Thé cause 
of the whipping is not known. 


WAR OVER IN DARK REPUBLIC. 


Captain McCrea Cables That Peace 
Has Been Restored. 

Washington, August 4.—Captain Mc- 
Crea, of the gun boat Machias, today 
cabled the navy department that the out- 
break in Haiti is practically over. The 
cablegram, which is dated Cape Haitien, 
August 4, is ag follows: 

“After interviewing authorities aspect 
of affairs appears more. satisfactory. 
Nationales are wel] armed, Rebele have 
been driven from critical positions. Lit- 
tle enthusiasm. No further danger of 
serious disturbances.” 

Captain McCrea requested permission to 
go to San Juan, Porto Rico, for coal. 
This was granted him and the Machias 
probably will come north unless there 
is another outbreak in Haiti. 

Port au Prince, Haiti, August 4.—Gen- 
eral Jumau, the FirwMinist commander, has 
started for Gonaives in order to: defend 
that city, which probably will be at- 
tacked by the government troops under 
General Nord. The forces sent to subject 
the town of Petit Goave have revolted in 
favor of Firmin. 

M. Jerimie, minister of foreign affairs 
in the provisional government, has re- 
signed because he disapproved of Fir- 
min’s acts during his candidature for the 
presidency. General Firmin seems to be 
very much compromised.

STRIKERS ARE KIND 


They Allew a Car to Pass Flying Stars 
and Stripes. | 


NON-UNION MEN ATTACKED 


} 

At Catlettsburg, Ky., Many of the 
Street Car Recruits Are Rough- 
ly Handled—No Violence 
Has Been Attempted at 
Huntington. 


Ashland, Ky., August 4.—No effort was 
made today by the Camden company to 
run cars on this side of the river. At 
the car barn a few of. the men who 
tried to run the ears last night are stand- 
ing about discussing the situation. This 
morning it was reported that a car was 
coming from Huntington and crowds 
gathered a pile of rocks. The car proved 
to be a hand@ car, which was stopped 
at Catlettsburg and then allowed to go 
through by placing an American flag 
thereon. Efforts are.being made by the 
company to.secure the namés of those in 
the crowd last night. 

Strike Is Serious. 

Cattlettsburg, Ky., August 4.—The strike 
on the Camden state line railway is sert- 
ous here today, many non-union men be- 
ing. dragged from cars and. handled 
roughly. Stones were thrown through 
the cars at Cliffside and ties were piled 
on the track. On all grades the tracks 
were gréased. Traffic has been entirely 
suspended here, but the officials are try- 
ing to run cars to Ashland. The court 
qualified the working non-union men as 
deputy sheriffs and they are heavily 
armed, 

No Violence at Huntington. 

Huntington, W. Va., August 4.—No vio- 
lence has been manifested here in the 
street railway strike. All the cars are 
being operated between here and Ash- 
land, Ky., with non-union men, but they 
are being patronized but little. Union 
Sympathizers still line the streets and 
avenues and plead with all who sympa- 
thize with union labor not to patronize 
the cars,« Their pleadings usually are 
successful. At present there seems to be 
no one to settle the strike on this side 
of the Ohio river. In the manufacturing 
distyicts many cars have been struek 
with €ggs today. 

Delivery. Boys Strike. 

» Pittsburg, August 4.—Thirty-nine spe- 
cial delivery boys employed at the post- 
office struck today against the payment 
of the salary of a promoted messenger 
out of the money set aside for delivery 
purposes. For two hours they refused 
to work and in the meantime the special 
delivery service was at a standstill. Post- 
master Holliday finally convinced the 
boys that they were violating their oaths 
and «were in open rebellion against the 
United States government and they re- 
luctantly returned to work. ~ 

Not a car on the Camden interstate 
railway system is in this city tonight. 
The road is blocked with cross-ties be- 
tween here and ‘Catlettsburg. There is 
some excitement, but no violence except 
shouts of ‘‘scab’’ and abundance of rot- 
ten eggs when attempts were made to 
operate cars. The strikers have posted 
the following: 5 

“Strike: Street cars are declared un- 
fair. The laboring men along the line 
are requested not to ride on the cars 
until the strike is declared off. By order 
of committee.” 

President Graham, of the Camden sys- 
tem, says: 

“We are net opposed to any union. Tha 
men discharged were turned off, cause for 
which they can learn upon application to 
us. No discrimination has been or will 
be made in our treatment of employees, 
whether union or not.’’ 


Strikers Want Aid. 

Shamokin, Pa., August 4.—Headquar- 
ters of the ninth district, United Mine 
Workers, were visited today by hundreds 
of men asking for aid. They were ac- 
companied by wives and children. Order 
on stores for provisions were issued to 
strikers in good standing. in the union. 
A number of applicants who have worked 
in the mines for years tried to obtain 
aid, but were refused, whereupon they 
threatened to go to work as non-union 
men.

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Fact That Work Has Not 
Been BResumed at Any 
of the Coliléries. 


Shenandoah, Pa., August 4.—While the 
situation in thts re#on is calm, the troops 
encamped here showed more activity to- 
day than they have on any day singe 
they were ordered to Shenandoah. There 
was nothing on the surface to indicate 
anyhing, yet there was a feeling of un- 
easiness which caused the commanding 
officers to increase their vigilance and 
hold the soldiers in a state of prepared- 
ness, 

The greater part of this vigilance was 
due to the fact that the funéral of Jo- 
seph Beddal, who died as a result of #- 
juries received in Wednesday night’s 
riot, took place today. Beddal Was a 
brother of Deputy Sheriff Thomas Bed- 
dal, who was one of the principal figures 
in the fight, and a nephew of snaeriff §, 
R, Beddal. These men attended the fu- 
neral, and in consequence there . were 
many Tumors that they would be at- 
tacked. 


Troops on Guard. 

These stories reached brigade headquar- 
ters and General Gobin: decided to take 
every precaution possible to prevent 
any untoward imcidents while the funeral 
was being held without too great display 
of the military force. 

A platoon of the governor’s troops was 
Stationed in one of the town's principal 
Streets near headquarters and one bat- 
talion of infantry of the Twelfth regi- 
ment was held in readiness in camp te 
march on short notice. Provost Marsha? 
Farquhar also kept a watchful] eye on 
matters with a detail of men. The fu- 
neral services were held at William Penn, 
a mile from here, though the body was 
escorted by the Shenandoah lodge of the 
Masonic order to Shenandoah and tarough 
the principal streets to the cemetery, 
which is located on a mountain north of 
the city. A crowd lined the streets, the 
majority of the people being striking 
mine workers. Nothing occurred to dis- 
turb the funeral, and after it was over 
the platoon of cavalry was. withdrawn 
from the. town. 

Company H, of the:Twelfth regiment, 
was placed on duty at Indian Ridge col- 
liery of the Philadelphia and Reading 
Coal and Iron Company near the for- 
eign quarters. This was done so that a 
town constable could be assisted in case 
he was attacked while making arrests of 
persons who were .in last week’s riot. 
The services of the soldiers, however, 
were not needed, , 

Rumors of Resumption. 

Rumors of a resumption 6f work in this 
territory are stilj‘in tirculdtion, but there 
is nothing to indi@ate ‘that these reports 
have any foundation, ‘There dre in the 
Shenandoah district nineteen’ collieries 
operated by the Philadelphia and Read- 
ing Coal and Iron Company, «which for- 
merly .employed 12,000 men and six col- 
lieries owned. by the Lehigh Vailey Coa! 
and Iron Company, which employed 3,000 
mine worker® Besides these there are 
severa] individual collieries. The mine 
inspector for this district said today that 
Where @ coal company desires to place 
a mine ig operation it is compelled by 
law to notify the mine inspector of the 
district in which the mine js located, so 
that he can make an inspection to see 
whether it is safe to permit men to enter 
it. Up to this time he said he had not 
received the slightest intimation that the 
companies are about to resume work. 

The militiamen had another call to 
arms late last night. A man was seen 
steaithily approachirg the horses and 
was commended to stop. The instant he 
heard the command he turned ana ued 
down the side of the hill. Three bullets 
were sent after him, but he escaped. The 
sentry on the next post also saw a man 
running in the darkness, and he, too, 
fired. The sound of the shooting aroused 
the guard and the whole regiment was 
quickly in Jine. After that the men were 
not again disturbed. Colonel Hoffman is 
of the opinion that the intruders were 
about to make an attack. on the horses 
by hamstringing them or otherwise injur- 
ing them. , 


VOTE AGAINST A REDUCTION. 


Tin-Plate Workers Prefer Wages to 
Foreign Trade. 

Pittsburg, August 4.—The proposition 
made by the American Tin Plate Com- 
pany to its employees that they accept a 
reduction in wages of 25 per cent has 
been rejected. The yote which hag been in 
progress for several weeks was tabulated 
today with the above resylt. Another 
conference between the company and the 
Amalgamated Agsociation officials has 
been arranged and probabfy will be held 


-in New York within two weeks. 


The proposition wag thoroughly under- 
stood by the workers, it having been ex- 
plained that in order to secure the for- 
eign .trade, amounting to about 1,500,000 
boxes, the general wage reduction would 
not be more than 3 1-2 per cent, and -«§ 
the production would be increased fuily 
16 1-2 per cent, which would increase the 
earnings of the workers about 12 1-2 per 
cent. ;

DEMAND FOR GOLD DOLLARS,* 


The World’s Fair Issue Commands 4 
Premium—Jefferson and McKin- 


ley on the Coins. 

St. Louis, August 4.—Orders are being 
received by Secretary Walter B. Stevens 
for the gold dollars to be issued by the 
United States government in commemo- 
ration *of the Louisiana Purchase Expo- 
sition. The issue will be limited to 250,000 
coins, according to the instructions of the 
act of congress authorizing them. The 
committee in charge of the matter, under 
the direction of the secretary of the 
treasury, has about decided upon two 
designs, one including the bust of Jef- 
ferson, the other the bust of McKinley. 
The coins will be sold at $2 each by the 
world’s fair, and the amount derived 
from the premium will be used in the 
construction of monuments of Jefferson 
and McKinley. The first hundred issued 
of each design will be numbered as 
minted and a certificate issued by tr: 
director of the mint for each coin stating 
that it was minted in his presence and 
numbered in consecutive order. These 
two hundred coins will be sold to the 
highest bidders. The 260,000 gold dollars 
are a part of the appropriation of $5,000, 
000 in aid of the world’s fair frém the 
United States government. They will 
be delivered to the exposition authoritteg 
as soon as minted, which will be probably 
late in the fall. 

Great Telephone Inyentor’s Air Ship. 

Information has been received here 
that Professor Alexander Graham Bell, 
inventor of the telephone, is personally 
supervising the construction of an air ship 
at his home at Baddock, Cape Breton. 
The craft is said to be the result of 
years of study on the part of Professor 
Beh, and represents an expenditure of 
many thousands of dollars. It is 20 feet 
long, and is composed of seventy-five dis- 
tinct parts. It is celled internally with 
canvas, and in places with linen stretched 
on piano wires. Five miles of this wire 
were used in the construction. The prin- 
ciple of the kite will be utilized to a con- 
siderable extent in this machine, which Is 
to carry human freight. This meange that 
the aeroplane system, not used in any of 
Santos-Dumont's air ships, will be a fea- 
ture of Professor Bell's machine. 

Just what Professor Bell Hopes to ac- 
complish with his air ship is not certain, 
but those who know him insist he intends 
to outdo Santos-Dumont in the conquer- 
ing of the great problem, and they pre 
dict a machine ready for a test of met- 
tle with Santos-Dumont’s newest air 
ship now building in this country for 
the world’s fair aerial contests at St.

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SUITS EMPEROR 


William of Germany s Opposed 
to Disarmament Proposals 


He Says That the Empire Cannot Af- 
ford To Impair Her Finest In- 
strument of Offense Which 
Is the Defense of Her 
Existence. 


Berlin, August 4.—The king of Italy’s 
proposal of a contraction of Eugopean 
armaments is a subject on which the 
Czar and the German emperor undoubt- 
edly will converse at their meeting at 
Reval, on the occasion of the Russian 
naval maneuvers. Emperor William al- 
most certainly will give the guggestion 
-mMo encouragement. His opinion, well 
known to diplomats, is that disarmament 
is a dream of the future and a fantastic 
idea when considered in connection with 
the existing contingent situation. 

“Germany cannot consent to impair 
her finest instrument of offense which 
ls the defense of her existence,” he is 
quoted as saying, “‘because other nations 
are unable to equal it. We can stand 
the expense and besides I consider that 
the army returns to the nation all that 
it costs in discipline of character and 
wholesome training of the boy.’’ 


Opinion here does not favor the me@- 
‘ {ng of emperors as of large importance, 
though it cannot be calied a mere visit 
of kinsmen for the reason that the chan- 
cellor, Ceunt von Buelow, and Count 
Lamsdorr, the Russian minister of for- 
eign affairs, accompany their respective 
Sovereigns.

ARMY SCANDAL 
AIRED BY DILKE 


British Statesman Calls on 
the Government for Truth 
About Matter, 


VAGUE ANSWER IS MADE 
BY SECRETARY BRODICK 


He Alludes to the Difficulties in the 
Way of Providing Horses and 
Says Some of the Remount 
Officers Have Been 
Harshly Judged. 


London, August 4.—The remount scan- 
dals were aired again in the house of 
commons today in the course of a dis- 
cussion of the army estimates and the 
item of transportation and remounts, 

Sir Charles Dilke, advanced radical, 
suggested the publication of the evidence 
bearing onthe remount scandals obtain- 
ed from the Unitéd States and Argentina. 
Colonel John P. Nolan, nationalist, con- 
demned the loose system of contracts 


under which such dreadful scandals were 
possible, while several other members of 
the house deprecated the method of pur- 
chasing horses_tlrrough middle men. 

Mr. Broderick. the war secretary, re- 

lying, said the members overlooked the 
vifficuities in the way of providing 150,000 
horses in an emergency. He said the gov- 
ernment intended to probe the charges, 
but he believed some remount officers had 
been harshly judged. He did not believe 
that Lord iitchener would join in the 
universal cry against the remount de- 
partment. , 

In answer to the war secretary, Jahn 
Dillon, nationalist, asserted that Mr. 
Broderick’s vague speech only strength- 
ened his suspicions, and he pointed out 
as an instance of thfs that the 
ment had not denied that Major Studdert 
had profited largely through buying 
horses in Jreland under a false name.

GERMANS CALL 
TAYLOR A JINGO 


United States Rear ~Admiral 
Is Attacked for His Recent 
Utterances, 


WAR WITH UNITED STATES 
NOT SOUGHT BY GERMANY 


Story That Germany Intends To An- 
nex the Netherlands Is Char- 
acterized as the Vaporing 
of a Jingo of the Su- 
perlative Type. 


Berlin, August 4—The utterances at- 
tributed to Rear Admiral Taylor, of the 
United States navy, as to a probable 
conflict between Germany and the United 
States in 1907, was printed conspicuously 
here. The Tageblatt says it requires all 
the wrong-headedness of a jingo com- 
bined with complete ignorance of Buro- 
pean affairs to imagine that Germany 
intends to annex the Netherlands. Any 
German admiral so indisereet, The Tage- 
blatt continues, would be relieved of his 
duties immediately. 

A new commercial treaty between Rus- 
sia and Germany is regarded as still a 
long way 0o, but The Tageblatt thinks 
this is one of the subjects to be dis- 
cussed by the emperors. Some govern- 
ment journals express regret that- there 
is still a strong anti-German feeling -in 
Russian political and social circles. 

Prince with Emperor. 

Prince Henry joined the emperor on 
the trip and this seems to have been 
a late thought, as, nothing was known 
publicly about the prince’s intention to go 
to Reval until the official announcement 
today. Prince Henry went on board 


the Hohengzollern last night. The prince 


two or three days ago assisted in saving 
the life of the Austrian balloonist, Stroh- 
schneider, whose balloon collapsed over 
Kiel harbor. The prince saw the acci- 
dent, went in a pinnace himself to rescue 
the balloonist and took him on board 
the Kaiser Friederich III. 


Spreckels Goes Broke. 

Peter Spreckels, a kinsman of the San 
Francisco Spreckels family, is the prin- 
cipal owner of the private banking house 
of Eduard Rockschs, which closed its 
doors on Friday with assets nominally 
10,000,000 marks ($2,500,000), and liabilities 
Of 3,000,000 marks ($750,000). Spreckels 
before and since the failure cabled to 
his American relatives for help. It ap- 
pears that the American Spreckels famfly 
kept a considerable deposit at Dresden, 
which Peter Spreckels now asks to have 
used for the benefit of his creditors. 


Chicago, August 4.—Rear Admiral Tay- 
lor denies the story to the effect that he 
believes the United States and Germany 
may ‘go to war in 1907. When asked if 
he had set a date for a conflict between 
the two countries, he said: 

‘“Sueh assertions as have been credited 
to me are without foundation other than 
that I have said our seacoast defenses 


by any European power. All naval offi- 
cers are of this opinion. It would be 
ridiculous for me to predict a war with. 
any, nation. Our navy should be strength- 
ened in readiness for any possible war.’’ 


New York, August 4.—In a recent dis- 
patch from Washington Rear Admiral 
Taylor, chief of the bureau of navigation, 
was credited with having given expres- 
Sion te the ideas referred to in the 
foregoing message from Berlin. In this 
Washington dispatch Rear Admiral Tay- 
lor was described as thoroughly give 
to the steady set of a current which is 


along converging lines in ™MANy parts 
of the globe and bringing these two na- 
tions into closer rivalry every where. 
To Rear Admiral Taylor was given the 
credit of warning the leaders of the 
United States navy and army that prep- 
arations must begin at once and be vig-

DEATH HOVERS 
OVER ISLANDS 


Entire West Indian Group in 
Danger of Destruction by 
Volcanic Eruption. 


PROFESSOR JAGGERS TALKS 
OF MARTINIQUE SITUATION 


He Says That the Danger Is Not Past 
and That Peeple Will Return 
to St. Pierre at the Risk of 
Their Lives—Eruption 
Likely Any Time. 


Fort de France, Island of Martinique, 
July 10.—(Correspondence of the Asso- 
clated Press.)—In an interview today 
with a representative of the Associated 
Press, Professor J. A. Jaggers, Jr., as- 
sistant geologist to the United States 
geological survey, who has been investi- 
gating volcanic conditions in the West 
Indies, said: 

“I have been fortunate In seeing a real 
eruption before I go, and the eruption of 
last night, July 9, seems to have been a 
very characteristic one. Mont Pelee has 
impressed me as being much more ven- 
Omous looking than the Soufriere of St. 
Vincent. The question has been con- 
stantly asked me, do you think it is fin- 
ished now? Is the danger not over? I 
have always answe : 

“The mountain at this moment appears 
calm, and the dust columns that one sces 
from time to time are largely due to land 
slides from the crater into the heart of 
Rivere Blanche.. The eruption of last 
night was to be expected. We may ex- 
pect more before such a hot and vigorous 
a steam engine as Mont Pelee comes to 
rest. 

“‘A diagnosis of the real diminution in 
activity can only be made after tne moun- 
tain has been watched a year, and all its 
movements recorded. After watching 
events here Since May 21 I do not think a 
single habitation northwest of fhe line 
from Bellefontaine to Vive is sate to Jive 
om at present. I do not think that Car- 
bet, Fonds gt. Denis, Morne .Ouge or 
Basse Pointe are safe at present. Not 
that there ds any immediate danger, but 
I believe that the action of Mont Pelee 
is too uncertain for us to be assured that 
a future eruption may mot occur to winu- 
ward. 

‘The greater part of destruction 
wrought by the Soufriere in St. Vincent 
was on the windward or eastern side, and 
Mont Pelee is in many respects a twin 
sister to the St. Vincent volcano. I gave 
the same advice without hesitation at St. 
Vincent, although the Soufriere there was 
much quieter than is Mont Pelee. I know 
wel] that causing people to move from all 
these villages and hawvitations will pro- 
duce great inconvenience, but the alterna- 
tive is.a risk of human life. When the 
mountain is entirely covered and the peo- 
ple are protected by a properly equipped 
experiment station, with devices to sig- 
nal danger, they may, with certain re- 
strictions, return to the volcanic lands. 
No city should ever again, however, be 
bullt on the northeast @fid of the island. 

‘J do not think that Fort de wrance ¢s 
in any danger from the volcano, 

‘“‘Most of the towns in the West indies 
are equally in danger from the tidal 
waves. It would take an explosion from 
Mont Pelee of enormously greater dimen- 
sions than anything that has uappened 
as yet to make a wave that would harm 
Fort de France. No evidence exists of 
augmenting violence in tthe eruptions 
nitherto which would lead to the suppo- 
sition that a Krakotoa explosion is com- 
ing here. In comparison Mont Pelee is 
rather a small volcano.”

Nugget Weighing Over 100 
Pennyweights Found in 
Cherokee.

RICH QUARTZ VEIN HAS 
RECENTLY BEEN OPENED 


Miners Busy Digging the Precious 
Metal from Ground ‘in North 
Georgia—Bright Prospects 

= for Future, 


Canton, Ga., August 4.—(Special)—While 
not much has been said recently about 
the gold miging in this section, yet the 
work goes steadily on and with very fa- 
vorable results. A few days ago Henry 
Steele came in from Sixes district, ‘the 
famous mining district of this county 
before the wild éxodus to California, and 
brought with him a nugget weighing over 
100 .pennyweights which he got some- 
where in that locality, but just the place 
from which it came is unknown save only 
to Mr, Steele and others, perhaps, who 
Were associated with him in its finding. 
Mr. Steele says there are other nuggets 
where this one came from, or at least 
there is plenty more pay ore and quartz 
there. Only a few days ago, too, George 
F. Case, who is opening up and develop- 
ing the old Sixes property, or what is 
Styled as the new Sixes, 3 miles west of 
Univeter, uncovered one of the richest 
quartz veins, he says, that he has ever 
Seen in the gold mines of this section, or 
any other for that matter. Free gold is 
plainly visible in the quartz and the 
saprolite ores also pan richly. He now 
has on this property (the Coggins mine) a 
splendid electric plant well eguipped for 
mining and millimge the ores that may be 
taken out. Mr. Case also has a process 
by which he treats the ores in some sort 
of an electrical dry way from which he 
extracts or saves practically all that 
there is of value either in gold or other 
metals and minerals.. This mine has been 
Stocked and it is the intention of the 
company to develop the property thor- 
oughly in connection with other good 
properties adjoining. 

It is understood that the Worley mine, 
near Holly Springs, has recently been 
sold to a strong company and that it will 
be more extensively worked than ever 
before. The Billings brothers have been 
doing well there in a small way for some 
time. The machinery there is being re- 
moved to the Kellogg mine, where George 
F. Hesselmeyer has been operating very 
successfully -for some time, in southwest 
Cherokee, but is preparing to do even 
more work with a larger force. 

Mention of gold mining in Cherokee 
would be incomplete without some report 
from the Creighton, where work has 
been going on for sixty-odd years in a 
satisfactory manner. This is a gold pro- 
ducer and is well equipped with chlorina- 
tion, smelters, etc. Manager McGilliorae 
says the Creighton is a sixty-stamp in- 
stead of twenty-stamp proposition, and 
by an investment of say $100,000 would 
pay handsome dividend on $500,000 or wel] 
on $1,000,000 and can be worked for years 
to come. There are also other nifines in 
Cherokee that are rich and valuable, 
either in operation or temporarily sus- 
pended or as yet undeveloped. When 
here a few days ago State Geologist 
Yeates said Cherokee county would again 
head the list of gold producing counties 
in Georgia. When the mines are all 
opened and fully worked, however, the 
output will, indeed, show up very en- 
couragingly ‘for all Georgia. 

Thefe is also other mining being done 
in Cherokee that not only gives employ- 
ment to many men and teams, but either 
are or promise to be paying investments. 
H. Rich, formerly of Atlanta, but more 
recently of Birmingham, is reopening the 
old Canton copper mine, 1 mile south of 
Canton, and is much encouraged and 
pleased with his work thus far and the 
quality of ore taken out.

Two Negroes To Be Hanged for Mur- 
der in Mississippi. 

Jackson, Miss., August 4.—Mississippi’s 
next legal hanging will be a double event, 
which takes place at Sunmer, the new 
county seat of Tallahatchie county, on the 
16th of September. The prisoners who are 
to pay the penalty for their crimes are 
Sam Price and Jim Allen, both negroes. 
Price killed another negro with a pocket- 
knife on the Hitt plantation in 1890. 
Allen murdered a companion during a 
quarrel in a levee camp several months 
ago. 

During the past seven months there 
have been twenty-five legal hangings in 
the state, five of which were white men, 
and the year’s reeord is likely to reach 
about three dozen. Mississippi is being 
complimented by the leading jgurnals 
throughout the country for the strict en- 
forcement of the law, and the demon- 
stration that neither money nor influence 
can save a man~from the gallows when 
he is guilty of a capital crime.

When August 1 came Majors 
was unable fo secure this patronage, and, 
after advising with counsel, Instead of 
filing mandamus proceedings against the 
ordinary to compel him to place the ad- 
vertising with The Advocate, determined 
to print the notices and demand pay- 
ment. This being refused, he believed 
he could have the matter adjudicated as 
fully by suing for the fees accrued, and 
accordingly brought his ‘action today. 
The ordinary claims he only wants his 
advertising legally done, and thinks the 
change has been illegally made. The 
otk two papers. which pi-viously were 
recugnized as official ergans, have a con- 
tract between themselves to print all 
legal notices and divide the fees during 
the years 1901 and 1902, and the ordinary 
and sheriff witnessed this contract. Un- 
der this contract the other papers are 
fighting hard to bind the sheriff and 
ordinary to keep them this patronage. 
The issue will be hotly contested.

Republican Uneasiness Understood. 

The action of the Iowa republicans 
in calling attention to the urgent ne- 
cessity of a reform of the tariff ta 
greatly worrying the hidebound repub- 
lican organs which have grown red itn 
the face shouting that the tariff must 
not be tampered with. 

\ About the only consolation most of 

“se organs now find is in the asser- 
“that platforms, after all, amount 
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to uw, hing; that there is no signifi- 
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cance fn the Iowa action because the 
men who made that platform do not 
mean what they say. 

* It is, of course, true that republican 
platform declarations mean nothing. 
The philosopher who said “platforms 
are made to get in on not to stand on” 
had just such episodes as this lowa 
performance in mind. The suggestion 
that this platform gives indication of 
@ revolt on the part of republii- 
Can politicians of the west against 
the. high protective tariff element 
in contro] of the party is whol- 
ly unwarranted. There will be 
no split in the republican party be- 
cause the trusts control that party, 
and when the trusts crack their whip 
all republican politicians dance. 


The fact that the Iowa politicians | 


have seen the necessity of writing 
this tariff-reform plank in their plat- 
form does, however, indicate a revolt 
in another direction. Their action is 
an acknowledgment that the people of 
even that rock-ribbed republican state 
have grown so restive under the bur- 
jens of the trust-made and trust-breed 
ing tariff that unless this tariff reform 
is put into the republican platform 
they cannot bé held in the party. So 
strong have been the manifestations 
of popular uneasiness since the part- 
nership between the administration 
and the sugar trust was disclosed that 
the republican politicians of Iowa, 
than whom there are none shrewder, 
réaliged the situation called for ex- 
treme action. It was to hold the 
masses in the republican party—to 
head off the revolt they felt to be im- 
minent—that the Iowa _ republican 
leaders wrote a democratic plank inte 
their platform. 

The New York Press, usually the 
frankest of the high protection or 
gans, professes to see no significance 
dn thts Iowa platform “because Iowa 
will go republican” by the usual ma- 
jority. Of course it will. No sane 
man expects anything else. Iowa is 
as safely republican as Pennsylvanta 
and good for nearly as large a major 
ity. There is, however, real signifi- 
cance in the fact that in order to in- 
sure this result the Iowa republicans 
have had to cater to the tariff reform 
sentiment by adopting a platform 
déclaration giving the strongest poss!- 
ble indorsement te the democratic con- 
tention that a radical reform of the 
tariff is necessary to the country’s 
welfare. 

This platform will be a great aid to 
the republican: party in rolling up an 
old-time majority in Iowa, but it is 
bound to help the democrats in other 
parts of the country. The spectacle of 
the republicans of this banner repub- 
liean state joining with the enemy in 
crying for tariff reform in the very 
face of Senator” Hanna's “Let-wel! 
enough-alone” platform would be de- 
-eidedly disconcerting in itself; when, 
im addition to this, it is discovered 
that their Iowa bréthren charge the

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Clayton Should Be Recalled.

He shoulg pe. recalled. The cage is 
one which s not call for further ex- 
planations or delays. There is no 
need of going behind General Clay- 
ton’s acknowledgment to find the rea- 
80n for cutting off his official head. 

It has been openly charged that in 
more than one Instance the American 
ambassador to Mexico has neglected 
to give to Americans in that country 
the protection which ts their right. 
His alleged failure to do this; and the 
apparent disposition of some of the 
state department officials to throw 
aro~end him the shield of thefr protec- 
tion for political reasons, formed the 
basis for Senator Bailey’s sensatforal 
attack upon him and Solicitor Penfield 
during the closing days of congress. 
This was later followed by a similar 
attack upon General .Clayton by Sen- 
ator Penrose, of Pennsylvania, acting 
in behalf of another American. The 
charges made in both these cases in- 
dicated scandaloug neglect on the 
part of the ambassador of the rights 
of Americans. 

In one or both of these cases there 
seems to have been a conflict of inter 
ests btween the complainants and 
those directly or indirectly associated 
With the American ambssador in a 
business way. The _ relations of the 
parties to the controversy as set forth 
in these allegations give warrant to 


-the suspicion that there was some. 


thing more than mere coincidence be- 
tween the conflict of interests and the 
failure of Americans to be accorded 
the protection at the hands of their 
country’s representative which it i3 
their right to expect. 

Whether this suspicion ts wel! 
founded in this case or not, it ig man- 
ifestly improper for an American am- 
bassador or minister or other diplo- 
matic representative to have business 
interests {n the country to whitch he 
is accredited. He should not be In the 
position of being personally beholden 
to the government to which he ts ac- 
credited for the protection of his per- 
sonal business interests. He fs there 
as the representative of a great gov 
ernment and shoukl have no thought 
beyond the proper representation of 
the Interests of that government and 
of her citizens. 

Whether General Clayton ts or is 
not guilty of the dereliction of duty 
charged against him, he has done a 
manifestly improper thing in investing 
in and becoming o%e of the officers of 
a Mexican mining &mpany, and his 
usefulness to his country has been 
seriously inmpaired. He should be 
promptly recalled. 
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If He Only Would.

Yes, and forget. 
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The Mistakes of Democracy. 

A certain vouched for democrat 
who appears to have the art of epl- 
gram at his tongues end has been 
telling our friends of The Washington 
Post that “the democratic party goes 
to school] to {ts mistakes in order to 
learn how to make more mistakes.” 

That sounds pert and wise, but wun- 
der analysis it fails to justify its claim 
to acceptance. Because it is not true 
it becomes only impertinent. “The 
epigram ts a clever invention to ex- 
press the idea that the democratic 
party acts the ass fn not going to 
school to the republican party and 
adopting the successful issues of that 
party after they have, by whatever 
means, been brought to success.

= Comms 
Some South African Figures. 

, From the beginning of the war in 
South Africa to its end 75,430 British 
officers and men were sent home as 
invalids. This raised the total of cas- 
uallies in the South African field force 
to the astounding total of 97,447. 

These figures must not, however, 
be taken as representing the perma- 
nent reduction of the British military 
forces through the war, as a large pro- 
portion of those invalided home on 
account of disease subsequently recoyv- 
ered and were able to rejoin the ser- 
vice. But ‘the net loss was heavy 
enough. 

A tabulated statement ied casi 
alties reported from the beginning of 
the war up to the time peace was de- 
clared has been issued by the war 
office in London. From this somes 
highly interesting facts about the war 
may be deduced. The table gives the 
names of thirty-four battles in which 
13,097 British officers and _ soldiers 
were killed or wounded. Some of 
these battles lasted several days, the 
thirty-four battles covering altogether 
a period of sixty-three days of fight- 
ing. The average killed and wounded 
per day of this fighting is, therefore, 
214. In the numerous scouts and 
skirmishes not tncluded in the thirty- 
four battles, 15;496 British officers and 
men were killed and wounded. The 
total killed for the war was 5,774, the 
total wounded 22,829. There has been 
no official statement of the losses of 
the Boers, but an unofficial report 


but 3,700 men. Military experts be- 
lieve this is less than their losses, but 
there is no doubt their loss was far 
less than that of the British, as their 
fighting was almost always done under 
cover, while the British Had to face 
them in the open. 

A study of the official figures leaves 


the British officers? They tay he 
open to criticism for having displayed 
a lack of acumen and military sense 
in some instances, but there can be no 
doubt of the personal courage 
of the individual officers. The 
report shows that, in proportion to 
the number of officers and men en- 
gaged, there were nedrly twice as 
many officers killed and wounded as 
enlisted men. This was very much 
the case with the American forces in 
the Cuban campaign, and also very 
much the case amongst the confeder- 
ate officers in the civil war.

INDIGNATION AT COVINGTON 


Professor Sledd’s Article in Atlantic 
Monthly the Cause. - 


SLEDD HAS BEEN POPULAR 


Mrs. Felton’s Criticism Called Citi- 
zens’ Attention to Article, and 
Many Agree with Her. 


Covington, Ga, August 4—(Special.)— 
The criticism of Mrs. W. H, Felton, pub- 
lished in yesterday’s Constitution on the 
article of Professor Andrew G. Sledd, of 
Emory college, came almost as a thunder- 
clap to the citizens of Covingtoh. They 
were so astonished at the ideas of Profes- 
sor Sledd, as published in The Atlantic 
Monthly, under his signature. Wery few, 
if any, Were aware of the extstence of the 
article until Mrs. Felton’s criticism made 
bare the facts. 

Professor Sledd has always deen very 
popular here and his best friends were not 
aware of his antagonistic ideas against 
the south, his home, and the southern 
people, as displayed in his article. 

One ef the Emory professors, when in- 
terviewed. by the = correspondent of The 
Constitution, said th he thought that 
Professor Sledd’s article wags misconstrued 


by Mrs. Felton, but Professor Sledd still 
-holds that the contents of his article are 


true, and this, of course, overrides the 
misconstruction idea. 

The people of Covington are indignant 
at this attack on the south, and especial- 
ly as the article was brought home t¢ 
Georgia in the reference to the lynching 
of Sam Hose. Most of the citizeris agree 
with Mrs. Felton, while some think that 
Professor Sledd has some explanations te 
make,

Professor Andrew Sledd, author of the 
article in the July Atlantic on the negro 
question which has brought such an 
array of unfavorable comment upon him, 
is professor of Latin in Emory college. 

He fs known as a man of strong op!n- 
fons and of fearlessness in expressing 
them. The comments that have been 
made concerning his article In the Age 
lantic Monthly seem to have had ittle 
effect on him. To a representative of 
The Constitution he stated yesterday: 

“Yes, I wrote the article and I have 
nothing to retract or explain concerning 
itt. Those who have seen fit to criti- 
cise me have been careful to select 
passages which, when: read without tha 
context, make a very different impres- 
sion from that conveyed by the article 
as a whole, 

“I have spent my entire life in the 
south and the statements made in my 
article are from observations. I have 
certain opinions on tl@s subject and I 
can see no reason why I did not have 
the right to set them down.” 

There are in Atlanta’many young men 
who, as students at Emory college with- 
in the past five years, have been under 
Professor Sledd. With them’ he wag 
very popular and they have every belief 
in his honesty and sincerity. Many of 
them differ with him widely concerning 
some of the statements made in his arti- 
cle, but think that he has beén unjustly 
criticised for expressing them. 

Professor Sledd is a Virginian by birth 
and has alWays boasted of his southern 
parentage. His ancestors fought in thé 
revolution and his father was one of tha 
most noted divines of the Southern Meth- 
odiet church.

Suits Transferred 
Spalding eCourt.

The suit of Mrs. Mary Pauline Murray, 
the young wife of Mail Clerk Leo G. Mu*.- 
ray, of Atlanta, whose tragic death in the 
Southern railway wreck last February, 
at Couch’s creek, is well remembered, 
was on motion of the Southern ralil- 
way attorneys, transferred to the United 
States court, in Atlanta. 

Mrs. Murray sues the road for $35,000 
and alleges gross negligenee in running 
the wrecked train on that stormy night. . 

The case of Mrs. Lula H. Hill v. The 
Southern Railway Company for $25,000 for 
the killing of her husband, Lewis J. Hiil, 
the baggageman on the same ill-fated 
train, was given the same direction ag 
the Murray case. 

The case of Ison v. Moore, a suit over 
an old land line; which has been pende 
ing for nearly ten years, was, settled 
today. The parties had been to the su- 
preme court several times and the cage 
had cost a great deal of money. Recent- 
ly the defendant died, and by agreement

Captain Frank M. McCurdy has decid- 
#4 to resign from the police force. - His 
fréesignation will be handed in today. He 
stated last night that he would leave 
Atlanta at once for Newark, N. J. 

His resignation is the outcome of the 
Marges which have been preferred 
against him by the chief of police, in 
which it is alleged that he talked disre- 
spectfully of the chief, used profane lan- 
guage at the ,bafracks, neglected his 
duty at the Alhambra fire and at that 
time was under the influence of an in- 
toxicant. 

Captain McCurdy denied the charges 
and at first prepared to fight them before 
the board. Later he decided that he 
would resign. The resignation will be 
passed upon by the board, and it re- 
mains with the commissioners to say 
whether or not the resignation will bs 
asecepted. It has been the custom of the 
co0ard to accept all such resignations 
“under charges,’ and so record upon the 
minutes. 

Captain McCurdy made a Jarge number 
of friends during his service on the po- 
lice force, and there are many: regrets 
heard, that charges have been preferred 
against him. It had been hoped that 
the matter would be satisfactorily ex- 
Plained and that he would not leave the 
force. F 

The captain has furnished 4 state- 
ment, the first that he has given out, 
for The Constitution, which is given be- 


low: 
Who Will Be Captain? 

Considerable interest is now mani- 
fested about the sticcessor to Captain 
McCuréy. If a sergeant is promoted, 
which is likely to be the case, a new 
sergeant will also have to be chosen.

Captain McCurdy’s Statement. 

“I have decided to resign,” said Cap- 
tain McCurdy to a reporter of The Con- 
stitution last night, ‘‘not because I was 
afraid to meet the charges, but be- 
cause I am sick and tired of being 
hounded down. I have not been treated 
right. I lost sight of my own interests 
and helped to elect Chief Ball. I made 
appeal after appeal to Mr. Patterson. I 
thought Chief Ball was my friend_and 
telieved he -would make a good chiéf of 
police. -The first thing that happened 
was a rumor that I was too intimate 
with an actress at the Imperial theater. 
Detectives were put on my track and I 
was hounde® down like a criminal. Ser- 
geant Bedford actually demanded that 
street car men tell him if they had seen 
me with a woman or drunk on their 
cars. You know men will talk to their 
wives, and so these officers told their 
falilies about the false suspicions against 
me, and my family heard of it. They 
found nothing against me, I went to the 
chief and asked that the whole matter 
be taken before the board for investi- 
gation. He would not do it. He always 
said that there was nothing definjte to 
work upon and that it was a bad policy 
to make a case that would fall through. 
Then, again, about four we¢eks ago I 
went to see my sick mother with my 
wife and drove back to the city with her 
in a buggy. I stopped at the police bar- 
racks, and Sergeant Abbott, who, knows 
my wife, spoke to her. 
Chief Ball called me out of the Imperiaf 
theater and said he would like to know 
whet woman I had in the buggy the 
night before. I was indignant and de- 
manded the name of ine person who had 
dared to insinuate that the lady was 
‘not my wife. He dopbted me when I 
‘said the. lady was my wife learned 
‘afterwards that Sergeant va and Pa- 
trolman Florence had reported that mat- 
ter to the chief. I wrote to the chief 
and demanded an investigation. He ig- 
nored my request. I have seen men On 
fhe force turn burglars loose and not 
get suspended, and here I am suspended 
on the fillmey charges that have been con- 
cocted against me.

Absence of One Member of 
Charter Committee Stops 
Work. 


|HALF THE NUMBER WERE 


FOR EXTENSION OF LIMITS 


Question Will Come Up Again This 
Morning for Final Settlement. 
Councilman Malvern Hill, 
of Seventh Ward, Added 
to the Committee. 


Because Councilman J. Frank Beck, of 
the fourth ward, was absent from the 
meeting, the special charter revision com- 
mittee of counci] yesterday morning got 
into a deadlock over the plan to ex- 
tend the city limits so as to taxe in St. 
Charles avenue district, North Atlanta, 
Bellwood, Chastaintown and the Expo- 
sition cotton mitls. The committee stood 
4 to 4 on the propogition. Those favor- 
ing extension were Messfs. Key, Winn, 
Warren and Harwell, while those opposed 
to it were Messrs. LaHatte, Woodward, 
Glass and Fincher. 

When the vote was taken Mr. Beck was 
sent for, but could not be located, so the 
committee decided to meet again at 2:1 
o'clock, just before the meeting of coun- 
cil, to take another vote, tue secretary 
being fequested not only to find Mr. 
Beck, but to bring him to the meeting 
80 that the deadlock might be broken. 
It is generally known that he favors ex- 
tension. The committee failed to meet in 
the afternooh and the matter will come 
up again this morning. During council's 
meeting Councilman Malvern Hii, of the 
seventh ward, was appointed a menrber 
of the committee to succeed Captain 
Howell, resigned, so that every ward in 
the city might be represented. : 

It was Councilman Winn who moved 
that the city limits be extended so as to 
take in that section of wie county aa- 
joining Atlanta on the north. Members 
of the committee were supplied with blue 
print maps to show exactly wnat sections 
were to be included. Chairman Key, dur- 
ing the discussion, sai¢ that if the sec- 
tion named by Mr. Winn was to be taken 
in it should be with the understanding 
that the added district was to remain un- 
der the county’s jurisdiction for school 
purposes until at least July, 194. nis 
caused considerable discussion, . 

Couid Not Give Schools. 

CounciIman Glass was of the opinion 
that tk. people in the outlying districts 
who were in favor of coming in were 
favorable to the proposition merely be- 
cause they wanted school facilities, Un- 
der present circumstances, he thought 
the city could not give them this, as it 
was not now able to take care of the 
city children. He did not think the cily 
was in a position to make extensions at 
present. Mr. Winn stated that it ai 
proWably be only a quéstion of a short 
time when North Atlanta, Bellwood and 
other thickly settled districts outsiae ine 
city would -incorporate and then when 
Atlanta wanted to take them in it would 
be necessary to make the best trade pos- 
sible, 

Alderman Woodward asserted that in 
1899, while mayor, he had been in favor of 
taking in certain surrounding territory, 
but he was opposed to that pian now. 
He said his object then was to get a good 
showing in the census which was being 
taken. Mt. Woodward declared that the 
class of people who would be taken in 
in the North Atlanta district were those 
who would nave no trouble in getting 
anything they wanted from the city. Mr. 
Winn considered this a reflection on fu- 
ture councils. Alderman” LaHatte' ex- 
pressed the opinion that Mr. Woodwari's 
suggestion was worthy of serfous consid- 
eration, because, said he, the ..orth At- 
janta people were better able financially 
to cooperate with the city in making im- 
provements in that particular section than 
were the citizens in other parts of the 
county. 

Mr. Woodward said further that he was 
more in favor of grading and paving 
streets already in the city, many of 
which, he said, were in need of improve- 
ment. In the tlhiird ward, in the neigh- 
borhood of Grant park, he asserted, many 
people were building their houses in the 
woods, where there was practically no 
semblance of a street. Councilman Har- 
well was for extension, especially as 
applied to North ‘Atlanta. He said the 
people in that section now received all the 
benefits that the city could give and they 
ought to come in and bear their share of 
the taxes. He explained that they had 
fire and police protection. 

Key Favored Extension. 

Chairman Key* made a short speech, in 
which he said the North Atlanta people 
nad nearly all the benefits of the city and 
that their only objection to coming in 
was the matter of paying taxes. He said 
they ought to pay taxes to the city be- 
cause, said he, they were as much a part 
of it as if they lived almost in the heart 
of town. He thought the value of the 
real estate in that section was worth §3,- 
000,000, and that the city would get in 
taxes each year from it fully $25,000. Ife 
explained that the people in that district 
now had water, gas, lights, police and 
fire protection, and it would not take 
more than $2,000 a year to supply their 
other needs. Mr. Key took the position 
that the North Atlanta citizens belonged 
to the class who would not, to any 
great extent, patronize the public schools, 
but would prefer to send their children 
to private schools. Consequently, said 
he, the city would not be put to any 
large expense in furnishing schoo) facili- 
ties. 

After more talk ‘from other members @ 
vote was taken on Mr. Winn’'s motion. 
Mr. LaHatte thought it might be well, 
when the extension matter was settled by 
the cgmmittee, to report action at once 
to council.

The resignation of Captain Evan P. 
Howell as councilm@n from the seventh 
ward was formally presented to council 
yesterday afternoon.

Oulside the Limits 


Captain Howell Thought That To 
Make Suburbanites Pay Four 
Times Regular Rate Would 
' Be Prohibitive—Question 
” Is Re-Referred. — 


During: the meeting of council yester- 
day ite developed that there is a strong 
movement on foot looking to increasing 
the water rate charged suburban resi- 
dents. The matter was recently referred 
to @.special committee, which reported 
yesterday recommending that the rate be 
three times that cHarged city customers. 
Councilman Key proposed that the rate

At presént people who live outside the

of the city and were not paying any 
share of the city taxes. He said he un- 
derstood that streets outside the limits 
were being sprinkled and nothing was 
ever paid for the water. He also stated 
that if a house caught fire fn that dis- 
trict the city department made the run 
and put out the flames. He was of the 
opinion that, in view of these facts, the 
people thus bénefited ought to be will- 
ing to pay sométhing to the city as just 
compensation for privileges enjoyed, 
Believes Rate Prohibitive. 

Councilman Howell said he thought 
that if the people outside the city were 
getting ample fire protection and the 
use of the city water they ought to pay 
for it.

This does not 
mean that the patron of @ master plumber 
will ba charged a half a day’s time unless 
that amount of time is actually consumed upon 
the work The master plumber is not to hire 
a journeyman member of the union unless he 
has sufficient work to employ him for the 
half day.

RUMORS OF MERGER 
ARE NOT CREDITED 


Atlanta Officials Deride the. Story of 
Friscc-Central Combination. 


MAY HAVE A DEEP MEANING 


Atlanta Men Believe That General 
Merger Will Soon Become Bf- - 
fective if Southern Has 
Given ’Frisco Control of 
Central of Georgia. 


The reports of the acquisition of the 
Central of Georgia by the ’Frisco system 
are given little credence in Atlanta. 
Officials think that the author of the re- 
port merely wished to provote a laugh, 
as it is not believed that the Southern 
would care to surrender such a valuable 
property as the Central of Georgia to as 
active a competitor of the ‘Frisco. 

However, officials generally agree that 
if the story is true it means that the 
Same people have control of the South- 
ern and the "Frisco, and that the merg- 
ing of the roads of the southeast. into 
one combination is much nearer than 
even the wariest anticipated. 

A New York official of the Central of 
Georgia denied fhe story to a representa- 
tive of the Associated Press. His added 
remark that the talk of the Southérn’'s 
having control of the Central of Georgia 
is all nonsense is not calculated to give 
any of his statements great weight in 
this part of the country. 

It has long been known that the officials 
of the old Memphis route were desirous 
Of a line to the Atlantic, and since that 
line was taken over by the ’Frisco it 
has been believed that the latter system 
— at an early date acquire such a 

ne. 

However, the ’Frisco people have been 
generally credited with having their eyes 
on Brunswick instead of Savannah. In 
fact, it has. been affirmed in some 
quarters that both the Brunswick and 
Birmingham and the Atlantic and Bir- 
mingham are being bullt for the parpose 
of giving the ‘Frisco a line from Bir- 
mingham to Brunswick. 

The rumor of the acquisition of the 


Central of Georgia by the ’Frisco and | 


the different denials of it are told in the 
following dispatches: 

New York, August 4-—The Evening 
Post says: “Very posftive statements 
were made today that negotiations are 
pending for the acquisition of the Centra} 
Of Georgia system by the St. Louls and- 
San Francisco, which last week secured 
the Chicago and Eastern IMfinois, and 
which during the last year has made 
notable progress in expansion. 

“These reports were practicaily con- 
firmed, so far as regards the statement 
that negotiations with this purpose in 
view have been under way. They are 
not, however, completed. ’ 

‘From the same authority a dental was 
obtained of the reports of a grand merg- 
er of all southern railroads.”’ 

New York, August 4.—Reports that the 
St. Louis and San Francisco road is 
negotiating for control of the Central of 
Georgia system are scouted by a lead- 
ing representative of the last named 
property. 

“This is the first I have heard of any 
such plan,”’ said this director. ‘There 


is nothing to justify it, and all talk that | 


the Southern railway controls the Cen- 
tral of Georgia is utter nonsense. The 
Southern has no direct or indiréct inter- 
est in that property, which is owned by 
the bondholders, who in turn are repre- 
sented by the voting trustees,’’ 

President Yoakum, of the St. Louls and 


San Francisco road, declined to affirm | 


or deny the report or discuss it in any 
way. 

The St. Louls and San Franctsco, it is 
understood, has secured control ‘of the 
Chicago and Eastern Illinois, and it is 
said to be branching out in other direc- 
tions. 

Macon, Ga., August 4.—S. R. Jaques, of 
this city, one of the directors of the 
Central of Georgia railroad, to whom the 
New York Associated Press dispatches 
relating to the alleged absorption of the 
Central system by the ’Frisco were fre- 
ferred, said: 

“Tl know nothing of such a deal. The 
information from the Associated Press is 
the first intimation I have received.’ 

Savannah, Ga., August. #—President 
John M. Egan, of the Central of Georgla 
railway, said tonight that he knew abso- 
lutely nothing about any negotiations on 
the part of the St. Louis and San Fran- 
cisco to secure control of the Central of 
Georgia.

GOOD SHOWING OF SCHOOLS: 

S TATE SCHOOL COMMISSIONER G, 

R. GLENN has just compiled some 
interesting figures from reports as to 
the enroliment and attendance on the 
State schools. The reports’ just received, 
or which he has just finished receiving. 
cover the ‘situation for 1901, and these 
are the figures that will be presented to 
the legislature in the school commis- 
sioner’s ‘annual report. 

The enrollment in the country schools 
of the state for 1901 was 439,685 as 
against 429,275 for 1900, or an increase in 
1901 of 10,360. 

The average attendance for 1901 was 
276,765, as against 265,147 for 1900, an in- 
crease in 1901 of 11,618. 

These figures are regarded as making 
a splendid showing for the advancement 
and progress of the state schools. An 
increase in one year of more than 10,000 
in the enrollment and more than 11,000 
in the average attendance, Commission 
Glenn regards as a most. excellent show- 
ing, and it will no doubt impress the 
legislature in very much the same man- 
ner. 

Commissioner Glenn is at work now on 
his annual report, but said he could not 
state yet just what recommendatiens he 
will make. It is certain, however, that 
he will again urge local. taxation for 
support of the public schools. 


Commissioner of Agriculture Stevens 
yesterday appointed W. T. Bacon, of 
Madison, inspector of illuminating oils 
in place of the late W. A. Broughton. 
Mr. Bacon will fill Mr. Broughton’s un- 
expired term and will have charge of the 
same territory as did the latter. 

Tax digests were received yesterday by 
Comptroller General W. A. Wright from 
Only four counties, but they continue to 
show a healthy increase, comparatively 
speaking, in the value of general prop- 
erty. Three counties show increases as 
follows: Greene, $75,523; Taliaferro, $27,- 
510, and Carroll, $46,096. Total increase, 
$149,129. Meriwether county shows a de- 
crease of $32,646, leaving the net increase 
for the day’s returns $116,483. This makes 
a total of ninety-five counties that have 
been heard from. 


Governor Candler was yesterday noti- 
fied of the capture of Tom Busbee, who 
is wanted in Telfair county for burglary.

At the gates were 
Powell and ‘a policeman. As Frank and 
his men walked up to the park Powell 
pointed out St. Vrain, Evans and Babh, 
and the officer, laying his hands on them, 
declared they couki not enter. Frank 
was allowed to go in as the manager of 
the club in charge of its financial ar- 
rangements. He went to the tox office, 
where he ana Powell passed each other 


some spicy compliment. 

“One hard-headed man isn’t going to 
run this league,” said Powell. ‘Fisher 
and Frank fan it last year, but they 
won't do ft this ord¢ck.” 

Tried the Second Time. 

At 3:4 o’clock Frank lined up his men 
again on the outside of the park and 
again sought admission. <As before, all 
were allowed to. go in except the three 
already mentioned. The eight Memphis 
players who were not barred walked on 
the. dfamond and were applauded by the 
spectators. When the game was about to 
be called Umpire Cline announced that 
he woulg not umpire. Thereupon Powell 
called in an outsider. With only ejght 
men on the grounds, her stars on the 
outside and her mdnager in the box of- 
fice, Memphis refused to play and walked 
off the field, ana ffe game was awarded 
to New Orieans. Frank and his players 
went to their hotel, 

Manager Frank sald: 

“We shal] play no game here unless 
St. Vrain,. Evans and Babb are allowed 
to take part. Today’s action is the most 
remarkable I have ever heard of. Umpire 
Cline and Manager Powell had'no author- 
ity from President Nicklin or any one 
else to bar my men from the park, 1!

my players had been withdrawn. Powell 
had no business to try to shut.them out,
